Our  Nurseries  are  situated  at 
Queens,  Long  Island,  about 
twelve  miles  from  the  center  of 
New  York  City  and  three  miles 
east  of  Jamaica.  They  are  easily 
reached  by  automobile  via  the 
Queensboro  Bridge,  Queens 
Boulevard  and  Hillside  Avenue. 
They  can  also  be  reached  by 
train  from  Pennsylvania  Station. 
Visitors  coming  by  train  will  be 
met  at  Queens  Station  if  they 
will  notify  us  of  the  time  of  their 
intended  arrival. 


PACKING  AND  DELIVERY 

Where  stock  is  shipped  as  car- 
load, no  charge  will  be  made  for 
packing,  but  where  shipments 
are  forwarded  as  broken  freight 
or  express,  packing  will  be 
charged  at  cost. 

We  can  make  delivery  by 
wagon  or  motor  truck  within  a 
distance  of  fifty  miles  for  which  a 
reasonable  charge  will  be  made. 
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RHODODENDRONS 

EW  OF  THE  SHRUBS  available 
for  garden  and  estate  decoration  pos- 
sess the  beanty  and  nsefnlness  of  the 
Rhododendron.  Evergreen,  with 
glossy  lanrel-like  foliage,  it  has  a dis- 
tinction of  its  own  through  all  four 
seasons,  while  earl}/  Jnne  turns  the 
spot  it  adorns  into  a fairyland  of  vari-colored  bloom. 
Every  garden  where  the  heantifnl  and  nnnsnal  is  de- 
sired should  l)oast  of  some  sort  of  Rhododendron 
plantation. 

Although  hue  when  grown  as  specimens,  the  most 
beautiful  effect  will  be  obtained  from  mass  planting, 
with  tall  growing  eAmrgreens  used  as  a background. 
The  ])lanting  can  also  he  made  more  interesting 
by  planting  in  the  foreground  some  of  the  dwarf 
Rhododendrons,  Japanese  Azaleas,  Andromedas  and 
Leucothoe.  Eilies  also  do  well  if  planted  amongst 
Rhododendrons,  and  they  are  very  effective  during 
mid-summer. 

We  are  now  growing  here  on  Eong  Island  thou- 
sands of  plants  of  all  the  choicest  varieties  formerly 
imported  from  European  countries,  and  can  offer  an 
assortment  unsurpassed  in  this  country,  in  colors  rang- 
ing from  pure  white  to  the  deepest  crimson. 

Cultural  Directions 

Rhododendrons  will  succeed  best  in  a partly  shaded 
situation  that  is  sheltered  from  the  prevailing  winds, 
but  under  no  consideration  should  they  be  planted  in 
the  heav}/  shade,  as  this  is  worse  than  full  exposure  to 
the  sunshine.  Also  avoid  ])lanting  near  large  trees, 
as  the  roots  of  these  will  rob  them  of  the  necessary 
moisture. 

Rhododendrons  prefer  a light  loamy  soil  which 
should  be  dug  to  a depth  of  two  feet,  and  to  get  the 
best  results  add  a ciuantity  of  leaf-mould  or  rotted 
manure,  which  should  be  thoroughly  incorporated  in 
the  soil.  The  plants  should  be  set  at  the  same  depth 
they  stood  in  the  nursery,  easily  seen  by  the  ring  on 


the  neck  of  the  plant,  and  the  soil  firmly  ]:)acked  about 
the  roots.  If  the  soil  is  dry,  a good  heavy  watering 
shonld  be  given  immediately  after  planting. 

As  Rhododendrons  are  surface  rooting  plant's,  a 
light  mulch  of  thoroughly  rotted  manure,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enriching  the  soil  and  keeping  the  earth  moist 
during  the  intense  heat  of  summer,  will  be  found 
beneficial.  It  is  also  a(hdsable  to  protect  the  roots 
during  the  winter  months  with  a six  inch  coating  of 
leaves,  part  of  which  should  be  removed  during  early 
spring.  During  an  extended  drought  the  plants  should 
receive  a heavy  watering  weekly,  applied  preferably 
in  the  late  afternoon. 

The  best  time  to  plant  Rhododendrons  is  during 
the  months  of  April,  IVJay,  August,  September,  and 
October. 

All  of  the  plants  herein  offered  are  Cottage  Gardens 
grown,  Avhich  implies  stock  of  the  very  highest  quality, 
and  the  varieties  are  those  which  have  proved  best 
adapted  to  our  climatic  conditions.
